FIRST DAY. 

OSKALOOSA, Iowa, September 5th, 1888. 
Tlie Forty-fifth session of the Iowa Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, convened in the Simpson M. E. Church, Oska- 
loosa, Iowa, September 5th, at 8:30 a. m., with Bishop D. A. Goodsell 
in the chair. 

The session was opened with a prayer service, led by J. B. Hill, 
which was followed by the celebration of the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper, in charge of the Bishop.

On motion of J. C, W. Coxe, a committee of one from from each dis- 
trict was ordered to he appointed to consider the question of organizing 
a State Methodist Historical Society, the members of the committee to 
be nominated by the Presiding Elders. 

On motion of G N. Power, a draft was ordered on the Book Concerti 
for $309, and one on the Chartered Fund for $30. 

On motion of G. N. Power, C. L. Stafford was appointed to publish 
2,000 copies of the Conference Minutes, and to distribute the same on 
the last year’s plan. The Conference Minutes were made the official 
journal of the Conference. 

On motion of A. V. Kendrick, C. W. Shepherd was elected Confer- 
ence Treasurer. 

W. F. Cowles moved that the Presiding Elder of the Oskaloosa dis- 
trict, and the Pastors of the M. E. churches in this city, be constituted 
a committee on Public Worship, and the motion prevailed. 

A motion of W. G. Wilson, that the Preachers report the money 
collected for the Board of Education under that heading on the collec- 
tion envelope, and the collection for the I. VV. U. under the heading of 
Other Collections, was amended on motion of D. C. Smith to instruct 
the Publishing Committee to publish the collections separately in the 
minutes, and was adopted. 

On motion ofC. L. Stafford, the Conference Treasurer was instructed 
to turn over the money and vouchers for the Iowa Wesleyan Univer- 
sity to the Presiding Elders. W. F. Cowles stated that he had notes held 
by the Treasurer of the University, and that he would receive any pay- 
ments on the same. 

Papers were referred to the following committees: Episcopal Fund, 
Books and Periodicals, Book Concern Accounts, Freedmen’s Aid and 
Education. 

A communication from the trustees and faculty of the Garrett Bibli- 
cal Institute was read by the Secretary, and was referred to the com- 
mittee on Education. 

Dr. W. S. Terry, of the Garrett Biblical Institute, was introduced, 
iind briefly addressed the Conference. 

A draft on the Book Concern for $309, and one on the Chartered 
Fund for $30, was handed to the Chairman of the Board of Stewards. 

On motion of W. G. Wilson, the Conference Treasurer and the Statis- 
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tical Secretary were instructed to be in the Basement Room of the 
church at 1:80 o’clock this p. m. to receive reports of the Preachers, and 
the Preachers in charge were instructed to make their reports promptly 
to the same. 

T. J. Myers called attention to the fact that there is no committee to 
examine candidates for Local Orders, and the appointing of said corii- 
mittee was deferred until the morning session. 

J. E. Corley nominated S. E. Hughes for Conference Postmaster, and 
he was elected. 

The 20th Question was called: “Was the character of each Preacher

recommended by the Burlington District Conference, and Herman N.

He was introduced to 
the Conference, and examined by the Bishop according 'tf> the disci- 
pline, after which he was admitted as a member of the Conference, 
lie is an Elder. 

The tellers returned and reported the result of the vote for trustees 
of the I. W. IT. that there was no election. 

W. G. Wilson moved that on the next ballot of the two pei-sons who 
may be elected, the one having the highest vote shall be placed in the 
First Class and the other in the Third Class. 

Another ballot was taken, and the tellers retired to count the vote. 

J. B. Blakeney made a statement regarding the family of R. A. Alli- 
son, deceased, and a collection was taken for his widow, amounting to 
$103. 

C. F. Williams, chaplain of the F.ort Madison penitentiary, briefly 
addressed the Conference in the interest of the Iowa Prisoners’ Aid 
Society. 

The tellers reported the result of the second ballot, by which it 
appeared that T. J. Myers, as trustee of the First Class, and J. El. Corley^ 
as trustee of the Third Class, had been elected. 

A ballot was taken for trustees of the I. W. U. for the class retiring 
by expiration of time. 

Communications were presented from the Secretaries of the Board 
of Education of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and also from the 
Board of Church Extension. 

The report of the rommittee on Temperance was adopted. (See 
Reports.) 

The report of the special committee in the case of W. A. Black was 
received and accept* d. 

The Bishop calk-d the 23rd Question : “ Have any withdrawn?” and 
on motion of E. C. Brooks, W. A. Black was permitted to withdraw 
from the ministry’ and membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

The report of the committee was then amended, instructing the 
Secretary of the Conference to ask W. A. Black to return his parch- 
ments to the Conference, and was adopted.

On motion of J. W, McDonald, the order of the day, the petition for 
the reorganization of the Mt. Pleasant District, was taken up. The 
time was extended. 
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W. F. Cowles moved that the Bishop and Cabinet be requested to 
reduce the number of Presiding Elder districts to tliree. 

W. N. Hall moved as a substitute, that the number of the districts 
be made four. 

The result of the ballot for Trustees of the I. W. U. was announced, 
by which it appeared that the following persons were elected to till the 
class vacant by expiration of time: J. VV. McDonald, J. C. W. Coxe, 
W. G. Wilson, J. T. Hack worth, D H. Payne, J. B. Biakeney. 

D. Murphy was appointed to preside at the afternoon Memorial ses- 
sion. 

A. Robinson was appointed to open the Conference with devotional 
services on Monday morning. 

On motion of W. G. Wilson, the Conference adjourned. The Dox- 
ology was sung, and J. W. McDonald pronounced the Benediction. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. * 

The Conference met at the appointed hour, with D. Murphy, by ap- 
pointrnent of the Bishop, in the chair. 

The session was opened with prayer by W. F. Cowles.

CHURCH EXTENSION — REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Board of Church Extension was organized November 1st, I 860 . 
It had received to November 1st, 1887, a total of $3,187,724.13. It has 
aided in all 6,026 churches. 

Total receipts on general account for 1887, $158,625.16; an increase of 
ninety-one per cent. Total amount received from Iowa Conference 
$9,476. 12 ; about one-fourth of amount asked from year to year (to Novem- 
ber 1 st, 1887). Iowa Conference Churches’ aided by board is as follows: 
By donations, $2,331.61; by loan, $3,200. Amount asked for year end- 
ing October 1 st, 1888, $2,800; amount raised by Iowa Conference for 
same year, $686.20; an increase of $76.50 over receipts of last year. 

Your committee express the judgment that the work of the Board of 
Church Extension is one of the most important of the several depart- 
ments of Christian benevolent effort undertaken by the Church, for the 
following and other reasons; It is a natural and necessary ally of the 
Missionary Board, bearing, to the Gospel somewhat the relation of the 
body to the soul. It affords an excellent medium by which Christian 
people may do good beyond the range of their own personal effort and 
locality. It gives much needed aid to a very worthy class of people, 
those who are the pioneers of civilization and Christianity on our 
frontiers. It gives to our Church great advantage by enabling us to 
preoccupy ground, and thus secure prestige, membership and material 
help, which would otherwise be almost or entirely lost to us. It is 
moreover in the line of organized systematic obedience to the divine 
command; to love our neighbor as ourselves; to bear one another’s 
burdens; to seek first the kingdom of God, and to preach the Gospel to 
every creature. 

We recognize that the business of the Society Board has been con- 
ducted in so able and successful a manner as to entitle it to unqualified 
approval and confidence of the Church. We therefore commend the 
claims of the Board to the thoughtful care of our ministers and the 
liberal beneficience (»f our people, praying and looking for the continued 
and increasing favor of our Heavenly Father upon this and all our 
efforts to go up an«' possess the land, and to spread scriptural holiness 
throughout the er » th.

REPORT on the STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

The legal separation of the Church and State does not remove the inti- 
mate and mutually responsible relation that exists between them. The 
Church, if true to her own interests, as well as to her mission in the 
world, is bound to consider the State of the Country in which she liv’cs 
and works. 

The fearful presence of all forms of dissipation greatly imperils the 
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State and stands as a great impediment to all mdral and spiritual pro- 
gress. We urge upon the State the imperative need of using all its 
lawful legislative, educational and moral power for the suppression and 
removal of all forms of immorality. 

The influx of foreigners into this country is of such large propor- 
tions as to demand careful consideration. Especially, as a large part of 
these immigrants are from the ignorant and degraded population of the 
old world, who are ^yholly out of harmony with the genius of our 
government and Christian civilization, and therefore unprepared for 
American civilization. While it would not be wise or just to forbid 
immigration, yet self-protection would certainly demand its careful 
guarding by the State. The right of suffrage might well be withheld 
from foreigners until they have resided in this country for 21 years. It 
is essential to the long maintainance of free government that there 
should be a free and pure ballot. For the State to quietly submit to 
frauds upon the ballot box is to foster a fundamental evil that is potent 
with great National trouble and calamity. It is an imperative duty of 
the government to secure to all who are granted the right of suffrage 
the free exercise of the right. 

In view of the prevailing, and in some parts of the country, growl- 
ing ignorance of the people, and in view of the fact that general intel- 
ligence is a necessary con’dition of National prosperity, we urge upon 
the government to use all legal and just means for the promotion of 
common education. 

\S^e feel a deep interest in the welfare and progress of the laboring 
classes in this country. We believe it to be one of tlie chief purposes 
and greatest glory of this Nationality that it should inaugurate and 
carry forward a movement toward a new and enobling condition of the 
common masses of humanity. We would encourage all just legislation 
that would help to a better relation between capital and labor. 

We are glad to note the growing good-will, unity and National 
sentiment among all the people of this country. We be^jeve these 
should be constantly cherished as far as it can be done without the 
sacrifice of right and just principles of government. We regard 
polygamy as a great blight and curse, not only to our own land, but 
also to all lands, since by personal solicitation and deception recruits 
for the support of this execrable institution are gathered from other 
countries. We urge the government to increased efforts to remove this 
evil, and that special eflorts shruld be made to prevent the proselyting 
of recruits by Mormon agents throughout the w'orld. 

The prevalence of worldliness, undue lov^e of money and paralyzing 
infidelity, is so great and so antagonistic to the exaltation of the Nation 
that comes only by righteousness, that a great responsibility is put 
upon the Church. She is called upon, perhaps, as never before, to 
bring her spirituality, clearer light and higher motive to bear upon the 
public conscience in order to antidote and remedy these evils. 

It seems more and more evident that the prosperity and perpetuity 
of this government depend upon the vitalizing, elevating and saving 
influence of the Christian Church. She should promptly, vigorously 
and boldly meet this responsibility.

We would earnestly recommend every 
charge in the Conference to observe the second Sabbath in June as 
Children’s Day, and that contributions made on that occasion be 
sacredly applied for the purpose designated by the Di.-cipline. 

We recognize with pride the work which is being accomplished by 
our School of Theology at Evanston. We also rejoice at the encourag- 
ing: prospects for the DePauw School of Theology. We recommend 
tliese schools to young men who desire to take a theological course of 
study. 

We are glad to learn of the thorough and substantial improvements 
which have been made during the past summer in the Iowa Wesleyan 
University buildings, by wliich they have been made much more 
comfortable and convenient and rendered in every way attractive. We 
also consider it a matter of congratulation that in addition to these im- 
provements of the old buildings a new building is to be erected, which 
will greatly enlarge the facilities of the school and provide for its 
growth. The basement of the new building is to be completed this fall, 
and we trust that the liberality of our people and the friends of the in- 
stitution will make it possible to finish the structure during the next 
season, and through the services of our efficient president, Dr. J. T. 
McFarland and his able corps of helpers, we feel assured that the Col- 
lege is destined to enter upon a career of greater usefulness. 

The effort made throughout the year to provide for the liquidation 
of the$9,0lM) 00 debt on the College, and thus secure the gift of the late 
W. W. Whiting, has been successful. The people of Mt Pleasant have 
fully met their part of the conditions. Notes and cash have been re- 
ceived covering the entire amount. We deem it important, however, 
that the notes taker, on this account be collected at as early a date as 
possible. And we earnestly recommend that all Pastors who have 
given their persoi’.d notes for amounts which they expect to obtain by 
collections from iheir charges, attend to raising the money necessary 
for the payment of these notes at once, in order that the Institution 
may have the funds with which actually to pay off its indebtedness. 

And now, as to the future, we most earnestly advise the manage- 
ment of the University against adopting any measures that will 
involve the growth of another debt. Let provision be made each year 
for the payment of the current expenses of the school. If unexpected 
deficits occur, let them be provided for immediately instead of allowing 
the small deficiences of a number of years to accumulate into a debt 
that will, at least, be great and embarrassing. But while \ve protest 
against contracting another debt we realize how impossible it is for our 
Institution to keep up with the educational progress of the .State, with- 
out constantly increasing resources. The expense at which the school 
may be conducted this year may not be sufficient next year. The neces- 
sity for constant enlargement of facilities, the increase of the teaching 
force, the addition of the general equipment of the school will require 
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an increasing income to balance it. We therefore deem it imperative 
that we make every reasonable effort to increase the funds of the school. 

Our people shouhl be brought to recognize the right of our Educational 
work to their constant and liberal support. 

We should not wait for the accumulation of debt and then go before 
our ))eople to make a spasmodic effort to save our institution from 
bankruptcy, but we should, rather by steady and liberal annual contri- 
butions, prevent the formation of a debt, and secure at the same time 
the steady growth of our Educational work. 

It is our judgment that our regular Educational collections for the 
benefit of the University should be greatly increased. 

And we recommend that for the coming year the Conference under- 
take to raise, by this means, a sum not less than $2,000, and to that end 
that the Pastors put this interest well to the front in the benevolent 
work, and regard it a matter of first importance that this amount 
should be raised. 

We are convinced that we have reached a time when our Institution 
should begin to be largely enriched by the bequests of our people. 

There are many men and women in our Church who are nearing the ||' 

bounds of life who ought to make' benevolent disposition of much or H 

all of their property. U'’e believe that no better direction could be 
given to bequests than that they should be turned into the permanent 
endowment of the Iowa Weslej^an University. We therefore strongly 
recommend that the Pastors of tlie Conference give diligent attention 
to this interest, seeking in general to awaken our people to a stronger 
sense of duty with reference to this larger kind of benevolence, and in 
particular to so present the work of our University as to induce them 
to make it the object of their benefactions. 

We should not forget that the object of our schools is to educate the 
largest possible number of our young people. However ample tlie 
equipment or large the endowment of an institution, the measure of 
its success is found in the number of those who have received training 
in its halls. We are persuaded that much larger numbers of the young 
men and women of our Church should avail themselves of the advan- 
tages of higher education. Many of them need to be awakened to 
their duty in this direction, and encouraged in the endeavor for higher 
attainments. The Pastor should seek earnstly to stimulate in the 
minds of the young peoph^ of his Church and congregation this desire 
for higher culture, to seek out jiarticularly those who would be most 
largely benefttted by a fuller eilucation, and persuade them, if possible, 
to attempt its acquirement. And as largely as possible, sucli young 
people should be directed to our own Institution. 

We believe, on the warrant of what has actually been accomplished 
by some Pastors in this direction, that if throughout the Conference 
the Pastors would make a zealous effort to this end, an increase of more 
than a hundred students could be made to the enrollment of the Uni- 
versity within a year.

IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY— SECUETARY’S REPORT. 

Thirty-fourth annual report for the year ending June 16th, 188S. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Iowa Annual Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — Through the mercy of our 
Heavenly Father I hav^e the honor of presenting your venerable body 
this Thirty-Fourth Annual Report of the Iowa Wesleyan University 
for the college year ending June 16th, 1888. 

It affords great pleasure to be able to state .that the past year has 
been marked with a degree of peace and prosperity that should till all 
hearts with gratitude, and inspire us with increased zeal and determi- 
nation to labor for the upbuilding of the University until it shall be 
fully endowed and shall stand where it should — at the head of Iowa 
institutions of learning. 

Tiie Piesident,Dr. J. T. McFarland, has during the past year labored 
with untiring zeal, and has achieved a most wonderful success, both in 
the department of instruction and the department of finance. 

The several members of the Faculty have been abundant in labor, 
and have had marked success in their respective departments. 

The number of students, as shown by the catalogue for the year, is 
304. 

It is with profinind gratitude that we are able to report that the 
Whiting proposition reported heretofore has been fully met, and by 
this act the University has gained not less than $25,000 the presentyear. 
Yet it should be remembered that in tliis is contemplated the erection 
of a new building, and that it will necessitate a continuance of the work 
for at least one or two years more*. 

The membership of the Methodist Episcopal Church, within the 
bounds of the lowi Conference, should be brought to realize that the 
Iowa Wesleyan University is University, and that to neglect it 
would be to’injure the Church and to cast reproach upon themselves as 
members of the C lurch. 

The estimated cost of the new building is about $30,000, while the 
amount available for that purpose is scarcely one-oalf that sum. The 
other half is yet to be raised, and should be secured within the coming 
year, and it is not saying too much to say that it could be raised if we, 
as members of the Confereiice, would faithfully labor for that end. The 
new building must be completed, and the Trustees have ordered that 
the work be carried on only as means are provided to pay for it, and in 
no case to contract a debt. Hence the necessity of prompt action. 

It becomes our painful duty again to record the death of a member 
of our Board of Trustees. Rev. John Haynes, a man whose untiring 
zeal in the Master’s cause, and whose Godly example had won the 
esteem and confidence of all who knew him. He diet^s the Christian 
dies, full of the assurance of hope, April 16th, 1888. ^ 

The following minute adopted by the Board of Trustees was ordered 
spread upon their journal, to-wit: 
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Whereas, In the all wise providence of Go'd, a member of this 
Board of Trustees, to-wit: Rev. John Haynes has been removed from 
our midst by death, therefore, 

RcHolved^ 1st. That a wise counsellor, a congenial associate, a 
devoted friend of Christian education, and an ardent friend of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University, has fallen. 

Resolved, That while we mourn our loss in this dispensation, 

we rejoice in the fact that our brother was triumphant in the presence 
of the last enemy, and has left us, an illustrious example of the power 
of divine grace to sustain in the final hour. 

Resolved, 3rd. That we deeply sympathize with the bereaved family 
and extend to them our sincerest condolence. 

The Board of Trustees, at their last meeting, authorized the organi- 
zation of a military department, in which all male students are to be 
enrolled, and attendance upon drill is made obligatory on all except 
those of the junior and senior classes. 

Also a military department for female students. 

According to the provisions of the By-Laws the term of office of the 
following persons expires at this date, to-wit: W. G. Wilson, J. W, 
McDonald, J. B. Blakeney, J. C. W. Coxe, J. T. Hackworth and D. H. 
Payne. 

The effort on the part of the Conference to raise funds for the liquid- 
ation of the debts against the University prevented the taking of the 
usual Educational collection, thus reducing the income for the year, so 
that the receipts were somewhat less than the expenditures. Unfortu- 
nate as this is, it was, nevertheless, unavoidable. 

We would suggest that the Treasurer of the University be requested 
to place for collection in the hands of the Presiding Elders all old notes 
in his hands, drawn on persons residing within their respective dis- 
tricts, taking the receipt of the several Elders for the same, and that 
the Elders be requested to proceed and collect or secure the same at the 
earliest possible date.

Appointed by this Conference as visitors to the Iowa Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, we would resj^of'tfully submit the following report: 

We were present luring a part of the commencement exercises and 
attended two joint meetings of the Board of Trustees and Visitors dur- 
ing the year. 

It is indeed gratifying to be able to report the steady and substantial 
growth and impmveinent of the Institution in all the lines of its work. 

The excellencj' of the examinations bore testimony to the thorough- 
ness of the work done in the class room. 

The earnest testimonies given in the annual love feast and the num- 
ber of conversions reported during the year were a cheering index of 
the deep religious tone of the Institution and the faithful efforts put 
forth for the immediate salvation of all whose names go upon her roll 
as students. The University was never more intelligently and highly 
appreciated in the Conference by both ministry and laity. 

In view of the condition in which we found the College Library, we 
would recommend to the Board of Trustees to use some better means 
for the greater care and protection of the library.

MEMOIRS, 

ROBERT A. ALLISON. 

Robert A, Allison was born in St. Johns, New Brunswick, Sep- 
tember 2d, 1855, and with his parents emigrated to New York State 
when he was quite small. ' He was converted and united with the M. 
E. Church when he was twenty 3’earsof age. His gifts and graces indi- 
cated the call to the Ministry, and he was licensed a local Preacher soon 
after joining the Church, and came to Iowa in 1884, and was admitted 
on trial at the Conference session at Mount Pleasant in that year. He 
has served the charges of Rose Hill, and Kellogg, and Lyniiville, the 
latter place for two j^ears very acceptably. His health gave way early 
last spring, being attacked with inflammatory rheumatism that was so 
severe that blood poison graduall^^ ensued and caused very painful 
bodily^ afflictions, and was finalb^ the cause of his death September 3, 
1888. 

Brother Allison bore up under his great sufferings with manl^’ and 
Christian fortitude, and is held in affectionate remembrance by all on 
L.ynnville charge. He realized his approaching end, and gave intelli- 
gent directions concerning his affairs and funeral. His death, though 
painful, was both peaceful and joyous, and nearly his last words were, 
“Glory, and Lord Jesus have merc3\” He called his wife to his side 
about five minutes before he expired, kissed her and their little Allie 
goodbye, and soon entered into his reward. 

He was married to Miss Alice Vanvalkenberg, of Lawyersville, N. 
Y.. August 23, 1883. She has watched and nursed him tenderly’ 
through his suffering, and feels her bereavement verj" deeply, and she 
is deserving of the sjinpathv’ and respect of all people, and the Confer- 
ence particularly’. He leaves also two very" interesting and bright 
children, who perhaps will scarcely’ be able to remember their worthy’ 
Christian father. He was buried at the Lynnville cemetery’, a large 
concourse of sympathizing friends showing their respect to his Chris- 
tian and Ministerial character. W. N. Potter. 

JOHN HAYDEN. 

John Hayden, a superannuated member of the Iowa Confer- 
ence, met his death suddenly July’ 10, 1888, near the village of Krum, 
in Jefferson county, Iowa. He had gone to Cedar (>eek, not far from 
his home, to angle for fish, as he frequently did, but was usually accom- 
panied by one or more of his grandchildren. This time being alone, on 
Ills return across the C., B. & Q. Railroad track, he sat down, as is 
supposed, upon the track to rest, when suddenly sweeping around a 
short curve, a freight train at full speed dashed upon him and, throw- 
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ing him from the track, killed him instantly, but leaving the body 
only slightly mangled. The bruises were oontined to one shoulder and 
the back of the head. 



Brother Hayden was born in Hamilton county, Ohio, December 16, 
1812. He was converted and joined the M. E Church in April, 1881, iic 
New Haven, Ohio, under the Ministry of Rev. Allen Beasly, of the 
Ohio Conference. On April 24, 1834, he married Miss Sarah McCotter, 
a member of the M. E. Church. In 1839 he received license to preach 
from a quarterly Conference held at Washington Chapel, New Haven 
Circuit, Rev. J B. Finley, Presiding Elder, and J. M. Steel and Wm. 
H. Fyffe being the Circuit Preachers. In 1840 he was recommended 
for admission into the Rock River Conference. He went the same fall 



to the Territory of Iowa, landing in Burlington October 6. A year 
later he was received in the Rock River Conference, and was appointed 
to Crawfordsville Circuit, where he traveled two years, with Rev. 



next to Fairfield for two years, and thence to Ottumwa, where he staid 
two years. He was then appointed Presiding Elder of Fort Des Moines 
District, and did faithful work for four years. After this he was sent 
to take charge of Janesville District, in the Upper Iowa Conference, 
but after traveling there two years took a superannuated relation, 
which he held until 1859, when he was made effective by the Iowa 
Conference, and appointed to Brookville Circuit, remaining two years. 
In 1861-2 was sent to Winchester ; 1863 to Farmington, and 1864-5 to 
New London Circuit. At the close of this latter Pastorate he super- 
annuated, and honorably held this relation until death. 

In 1868 he was elected by the Republican party from Jefferson 
county to the lower House of the General Assembly of Iowa, and filled 
the position with credit and ability. He was a modest and dignified 
Christian gentleman, and well beloved by his brother Ministers and by 
his neighbors. He was industrious and frugal. During the twenty- 
two years of his superannuated relation to the Conference he made no 
claim upon its funds. From one of the Conference sessions the Stew- 
ards sent him $20, thinking he ought to have something, although his 
modesty kept him from making a claim. The wife of his youth was his 
faithful companion for fifty-four years, and survives him. To them 
were given ten children, six of whom are living and prosperous. The 
funeral services were c<*iHliicted by the writer, July 11, and the remains 
were buried in Libert yville cemetery. D. C. Smith. 



JOHN HAYNES. 



John Haynes, I’residing Elder of Oskaloosa District, Iowa Confer- 
ence, died in Oskaloosa, April 16, 1888. 

He was born in Brooke county, Va., March 31, 1832. When he was 
ten his father moved to Iowa anil settled in Washington county. He 
was converted when seventeen, united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and immediately began preparation for the Ministry. He 
spent two years at Iowa Wesleyan University, Mt. Pleasant, Iowa. In 
1859 he was admitted to the Iowa Conference. 

From the first his abilities were recognized, and his appointments 
were among the best. In 1861 he was ordained Deacon by Bishop 
Scott, and in 1863 Elder, by Bishop Ames. His appointments were: 
1859-60, Brighton; 1861-62, Lebanon; 1863-65, Birmingham; 1866-68, 
Chatham Square, Keokuk; 1869-71, Asbury, Mt. Pleasant: 1872-75, Pre- 
siding Elder Keokuk District; 1876, Albia; 1877-79, Fairfield; 1880-82, 
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Muscatine; 1883-84, Griimell; 1885-6, Mt. Pleasant District; 1887, Oska- 
loosa District. 

No one could have been held in higher estimation by the people 
whom he served. He was orderly in all that he did, and was satisfied 
only with the best. From the moment he consecrated himself to the 
service of God he abandoned all selfish ends, and lived only to do good. 
He was thoughtful and studious. He was above everything a student 
of the Bible and such works as aided him in the interpretation of the 
Bible and in preparation for the pulpit. 

His sermons were carefully prepared, were models of clear, logical, 
practical, religious thought, delivered in a calm, unimpassioned man- 
ner, and at times with profound impressiveness and effect. In his rich 
and deep personal experience, he had tested the doctrines of the word, 
was satisfied as to their genuineness, and hence could speak what he 
knew. His preaching was with the denionstration and power of the 
Holy4Spirit. Under his ministrations, his congregations were instructed 
and led into the experience of the deep things of God. Brother Hayne-* 
was a wise administrator of discipline, a safe counsellor, a sympathetic 
Pastor and a true friend. 

As his end drew near the family gathered about his bed, and he 
addressed them with words of assurance, gave full direction concerning 
his funeral, and then spok^ of his confidence in God. There was no 
doubt or fear at the last. Among his last words he repeated a selection 
from a favorite hymn. He walked with God, and was not, for God 
took him. 

Brother Haynes had been married twice. His first wife died many 
years ago, leaving three children, one of wiiom soon followed the 
mother to the spirit land. His second wife and seven children survive 
him. Touching and appropriate services were held at First Church, 
Oskaloosa, conducted by the ministers of the district The body was 
taken to Mount Pleasant for interment. On the following day a large 
concourse assembled in the Methodist Episcopal Church, Mount Pleas- 
ant, and anotlier tender service was held, after which he was laid to 
rest in the beautiful cemetery there. P. 



ALLEN W. JOHNSON. 

The subject of this memoir, Allen W. Johnson, w'as born in Logan 
county, Ohio, May 18, 1819, and died in Centralia, Washington Terri- 
tory, June 27, 1887. 

He, with his father’s family, emigrated to Henry county, Iowa, in 
1837. He was converted and joined the Church in West Point, Iowa, 
1839; licensed to preach and admitted on trial in Rock River Confer- 
ence, 1843; ordained a Deacon by Bishop Morris, 1845; an Elder by 
Bishop Waugh, 1847. His appointments have been as follow’s: 1843, 
Junior Preacher on Birmingham Circuit; 1844, Eddyville Mission; 
184-5, Lynn Grove; 1846, Cedar Raj)id8 Mission; 1847, Bear Creek Mis- 
sion; 1848, Bloomfield; 1849, Centerville Mission; 1850, Locust Grove; 
1851-52, Knoxville; 1853, Albia; 1854, Chariton Mission; 1855-56, Hart- 
lord; 1857-58, Adell; 1859, Attica; 1860, Bellair; 1861, Farmington; 
1862, Bentonsport; 1863-64, Bloomfield Circuit; 1865, Troy; 1866, Chilli- 
cothe; 1867, was granted a supernumerary relation; 1868-69, w’as con- 
tinued; 1870, was made effective and sent to Beacon; 1871, his relathm 
W’as again changed to sujiernumerary; 1872, he was given a superan- 
nuated relation, which w’as continued to 1887. In this work he 
esteemed it his highest and holiest mission, not only to preach the 
gospel, but to visit the poor, the afflicted and sorrowing ones, among 
whom he w’as called to labor, pointing them to the only source of com- 
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fort, light and blessedness. He was truly an earnest, indefatigable and 
successful laborer in the Master’s vineyard. 

After retiring from the active work he made his home in Wapello 
county, Iowa, until about three years ago, when with his family he 
moved to Centralia, Washington Territory. 

He was married near Fairfield, Iowa, in 1844, to Miss Ann French, 
who shared with him the vicissitudes of the itinerant life, and who now 
survives him. Six children were given them, three of whom died in 
infancy. Of those remaining, one is the wife of J. R. Studevant, an 
attorney, of Niellsville, Wis., and two, Miss Della and Charley, con- 
tinue with their mother until now. 

A. W. Johnson was a man of sterling integrity, solid piety, and of 
free and generous impulses. He was ever true to the Church of his 
choice, and his interest in the itinerant Ministry never flagged. Dur- 
ing many years of his early toils in the itinerant field he endured priva- 
tions and hardships, of which many of those who followed later on had 
but the faintest conception. But there were also many bright scenes 
connected with these early times; the meeting with dear and familiar 
faces; the hearty welcome; the good cheer; the delightful converse; the 
earnest Christian affection and sympathy, all formed a picture which 
the weary itinerant carefully hung in the hall of memory. He was 
only a resident of Centralia a little over two years, but having a warm 
and loving heart, he had drawn around him a large circle of friends. 
He was only sick about five days preceding his death, suffering with 
asthma anil pneumonia, which rendered him at times delirious, but 
towards the last he slept quietly, and thus gently breathed his life 
away. He had been in poor health during several years past, and had 
lioped that by exchanging the climate of Iowa for that of Washington 
Territory his health would have been improved. He had often made 
the remark during the past winter and spring, as the family would 

1 suggest a change of climate: “It matters not; it is only a question of 

time, and I am getting ready to go to a far better country than can be 
found here.” He often expressed himself as being ready, and only 
waiting to hear the Master call: “It is enough; come up higher.” The 
funeral sermon was preached by A. J. Hanson, of Seattle, from Psalms 
xxxvii: 37: “Mark the perfect man, and behold the upright, for the end 
of that man is peace.” 

“ He is not dead ! he is not dead ! he lives, he lives secure, 

Radiant with love and blessedness, that ever shall endure; 

With rapt '.rous gaze beholding, free from care, pain or strife, 

Heave (. s glorious scenes unfolding! ’tis life! immortal life! ” 

MRS. J. W. LEWIS. 

Mrs. Julia Ca»-penter Lewis, wife of J. W. Lewis, of the Iowa Con- 
ference, was born in Louisa county, Iowa, April 9th, 1862, and died in 
What Cheer, Iowa, February 14th, 1887. She was converted and joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church under the labors of her husband, to 
whom she was married June 16th, 1880. With willing footsteps she 
followed her husband to the following appointments: Columbus Junc- 
tion, two years, one at Sperry and three at Morning Sun, thence to 
What Cheer, where the voice of the Master said “Come up higher.” 
Sister Lewis was possessed of a quiet and sweet Christian spirit. She 
took a deep interest in all the work of the Church, and always com- 
manded the confidence and esteem of all who knew her. Her sickness 
was protracted for five weeks, during which time she suffered almost 
constant excruciating pain. Who that has borne such agony, but 
knows the conflict and questionings, why a loving disciple must pass 
through such trial? But she bore it all with true Christian submission 
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and for Christ's sake. Her last moments were moments of confident 
trust in the Savior. Her maternal instinct prompted the desire to live, 
to care for, and train the three precious daughters which God had given 
her, while her love for her husband and devotion to the work led her to 
express a wish to be spared to aid him in the ministry. Yet in submis- 
sion she said: “Not my will, but Thine, be done." A funeral service 
was held in What Cheer, conducted by the Rev. Cyrus Morey. The 
remains were then taken to Columbus City, her former home, and laid 
beside other'loved ones who had gone before. 

The Rev. J. T. Myers, Presiding Elder of Burlington District, 
preached the funeral sermon, from Job i: 21: “The Lord gave, and the 
Lord hath taken awaj’; blessed be the name of the Lord.” 

How inscrutable are the ways of Providence. Sister Lewis, in the 
beautiful morning of life, with the future bright and radiant with hope, 
thejoy of her husband, the comfort and guide of her little ones, the 
cherished of her friends, cut down as a flower that fadeth, and her 
work ended. Nay ! not ended. She lives— her works and influence 
remain— and though dead, she “yet speaketh." Her husband will 
cherish her precious memory, her children will be taught her loving 
tenderness for them, and God, who sees not as man sees, alone knows 
the extent of her influence for good. Some one has said : “The truly 
great have all one age, and from one visible space shed influence. They 
both in power and act are permanent, and time is not with them, save 
as it worketh for them, they in it.” 

“ Weep not for a sister deceased, 

Our loss is her infinite gain, 

A soul out of prison released, 

And freed from its bodily chain ; 

With songs let us follow her flight. 

And mount with her spirit above, 

Escaped to the mansions of light.

MRS. C. MOREY. 

Elizabeth Morten was born August 15, 1821, in Athens county, Ohio, 
and died at What Cheer, Iowa, July 28, 1888. On August 26, 1837, she 
married Cyrus Morey. This union was blessed with twelve children, 
eight of whom preceded her to the glory world. Six died young, and 
Col. J. K. Morey and Phebe Paston died in the happy possession of the 
Christian’s hope. Mother Morey was converted in August, 1840, under 
the labors of J. H. Hopkins, of the Ohio Conference. Soon after her 
own conversion her husband, in answer to her fervent prayers, was 
converted, and began to preach in 1848, and entered the regular Min- 
istry in 1851. She has therefore spent thirty-seven years in the labor 
of a faithful wife of an itinerant Preacher, in all of which her hand was 
ever with his in every good work, and her faith was always offering up 
prayers to God for his success. She attended fifteen annual Confer- 
ences in succession, always saving her money through the year that she 
might have something to give to the benevolent causes of the Church 
at Conferences. Thus out of a meager support she has helped to spread 
tlie Gospel in all lands, and also to dispense to the poor the gifts of a 
loving and kind heart. Such a life can have but one kind of an ending, 
and on July 28, after a long and severe illness, she quietly fell asleep in 
Jesus. On Monday, after a short service at the home in What Cheer, 
the remains were removed to Brooklyn, Iowa, where a funeral sermon 
was preached on Tuesday by her pastor, and then the body was laid to 
rest in the family cemetery.

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MARY ANNA MORGAN ORR. 

Mary Anne Morgan Orr was born in Muskingham county, Ohio, 

July 4, 1823, and died September 28, 1887, in Mt. Pleasant. 

In her fifteenth year she was converted and joined the M. E. Church. 

April 18, 1846, she was united in marriage with John Orr, and in 1855 
she came with her husband and family to Iowa, and settled in Henry 
county. In 1859 she accompanied her husband to his first circuit as an 
itinerant Methodist Preacher, and from that time forward until the day 
of her death she shared with him the sacrifices, labors and blessings 
and privations of an itinerant life with a spirit of cheerful Christian ^ 
devotion that won her the esteem, confidence and respect of all who 
knew her. She was not impulsive or demonstrative in her daily life, 
but like the smooth, onward flow of the river, her life current always 
moved toward the Kingdom of the Father. During her long illness of 
near two years she exhibited the meekness and patience of a true Chris- 
tian woman, cheerful and happy. She bore without complaint her 
suffering until the messenger came, and like a shock of corn, fully ripe, 
she was gathered to the Father’s bosom. Her husband, now a super- 
annuated Minister of this Conference, and three children survive to 
mourn her loss. 



MRS. MARY A. WARING.

Mary A. Waring, wife of E. H. Waring, and daughter of Joseph and 
Elizabeth VViley, was born in Gettysburg, Pa., November 16, 1828. 
While yet a child the family removed to Mansfield, Ohio, but, divscour- 
aged with the prospects in the then new country, they soon returned 
to Pennsylvania, her father taking up his residence at York, where her 
early youth was passed and her education received, mostly at a private 
seminary, kept by some maiden ladies, members of the Society of 
Friends, and of whom she always had pleasant recollections. There, 
also, at about her sixteenth year, she embraced religion and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. It was an advantage to her Christian 
life that her experience was definite and clear, a great and glorious fact, 
of the certainty of which she never doubted. While yet young she 
engaged in teaching, and in that profession she won an enviable repu- 
tation in the schools of Pottsville and Danville, Pa. At the latter place 
she met with her husband, then a member of the East Baltimore 
Conference, to whom she was married February 27, 1856, and with 
whom, as a faithful h<^lpmate. she shared the duties, trials and pleas- 
ures of the life of a Methodist itinerant Minister. In 1857 Brother 
Waring was transf- rred to the Iowa Conference, and the family have 
since resided in inis State, except a four years’ sojourn in Seward 
county. Neb. H<»re she was widely known in the several appointments 
to which he was assigned, viz: At Kossuth; Fifth street, Des Moines; 
Oskaloosa; Burlington; Chatham Square, Keokuk; Ottumwa; Fairfield; 
and Knoxville; and she everywhere impressed the people as an earnest 
Christian woman, in full sympathy witn the Church, and devoted to 
the work of the Master. In the summer of 1882 the family returned 
from Nebraska to Oskaloosa, to make that city their permanent home. 
Brother Waring having taken a superannuated relation. 

From the eflfects of a cold, taken in the winter of 1883^, she con- 
tracted pulmonary disease, which resulted in her death. As is common 
with persons similarly afflicted, in the early part of her sickness she 
was hopeful of ultimate recovery; but as she found the disease taking 
stronger hold 'upon her, she became satisfied that her time here was 
short, and while contemplating her coming dissolution, though at 
times in a strait as she thought of her leaving her loved ones here, yet 
faith gloriously triumphed, and she desired to “depart and be with 
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Christ,” which she felt was “far better.” She often said she had no 
fears of death, and her last days were days of holy triumph. Her death 
occurred November 15, 1887, within an hour and twenty minutes of her 
sixtieth birthday. She was the mother of six children, three sons and 
two daughters surviving her; one, an infant daughter, Katie, having 
died at Burlington in 1863. She represented in a good degree the good 
wife described by King Lemuel: “Her children rise up and call her 
blessed, her husband also, he praiseth her.” Her attachments were 
strong and lasting, her religious convictions deep and abiding, her 
hope bright and unclouded. Tenderly laid away in Forest cemetery, 
Oskaloosa, her body awaits the resurrection.

Your committee beg leav^e to report that we are profoundly impressed 
that in the new creation of the world in Christ Jesus, through the 
evangelizing and missionary agencies of the Church, there is found 
new and emphatic fulfillment of the primeval statement that “it is not 
good for man to be alone.” 

We wish to express oui; warm approval and high appreciation of the 
work which God is accomplishing, through the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society, by which women in the dark quarters of the earth are 
being lilted up out of the degradation of heathenism, and brought into 
the glorious light and liberty of daughters of the Lord God Almighty. 

In the rapid expansion of their work, in the numberless open doors 
which God has set before them, and the blessed results already achieved, 
the voice of Providence makes audible to the inner hearing, the en- 
treaty once used by the apostle of the Gentiles: “Help those women 
that labor with us in the Gospel.” 

And we clearly recognize that to give them less than the best moral 
support practicable, would be to disobey the spirit of the great commis- 
sion, and be disloyal to Him to whom have been promised the heathen 
for His inheritance, and the uttermost parts of the earth for His pos- 
session. 

There has been an increase in the Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety this year, over last year, of $90.00. There are 83 auxiliaries and 
bands, with a membership of 1,800. There have been organized this 
year Six societies, and 14 life members made. Twenty-two orphans are 
being supported. One honorary member has been made by the pay- 
ment of $100.00. 

The young ladies and little girls are inspiring new life, and all inter- 
ested are learning through this channel the proper method of giving 
and sacrificing. 

But we are sorry to say, that only one-ninth of the women of the 
Iowa Conference are engaged in this’bhssed work. That others may 
join the ranks and share in the reward that comes from discharging 
duty, is our prayer. 

We respectfully recommend that a condensed report of the results of 
the work of this Society for the past year, be published in the Confer- 
ence Minutes.

We advise the exclusive use of our Sunday School supplies, believ- 
ing them to be by far the best, as well as the cheapest. 

Whereas, Many of our people and Ministers do not appreciate 
fully the value of the work of our Tract Society at home and abroad, 
•we would draw their attention to the efficient and blessed work for the 
Master done by the Tract Society in a way which no others can; to the 
peculiar and excellent character of the Tracts published, especially 
some of the new ones; and to the fact that one-half of our contribution’s 
Nvill be returned to us in Tracts for our people upon request.

TEMPERANCE.— REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 

We reaffirm with, if possible, increased emphasis, our often expressed 
adherence to the general principles of total abstinence and legal prohi- 
bition. We rejoice in the steady advance of temperance sentiment in 
’ the country, which points to the certain final overthrow of the rum 
power, and the extinguishment of the curse of drink. We look with 
unfeigned satisfaction at the progress of prohibition in our own State, as 
we mark year by year the steady and rapid spread of prohibition senti- 
ment, and the more and more rigid enforcement of the law. 

While emphatically declining all purpose or intention to commit 
this Conference to the support of any political organization, we never- 
theless do recognize the service rendered by the dominant party of the 
State in our struggles to introduce practical prohibition into Iowa. 
This recognition extends to the Chief Executive of our commonwealth, 
and to a multitude oi faithful officers of justice, of various political 
sentiments, who have conscientiously endeavored to maintain the dig- 
nity and authority )f the law. In the present political agitation of the 
temperance quest. '^n, we, as a Methodist Conference, propose to con- 
tinue to maintain an absolutely non-partisan position, while as indi- 
vidual citizens we shall not hesitate to exercise our independence by 
supporting with our ballots that political party through which we may 
reasonably expect to secure the most speedy and satisfactory results. 

We assert our unequivocal right and duty, as members of the com- 
munity, to take any place and perform any service in the enforcement 
of the law, consistent with good citizenship, so long as it does not inter- 
fere with the special work of our calling; and our purpose is to be found 
wherever the Providence of God may bring us, as conservators of peace, 
sobriety and good government. 

We entertain a grateful appreciation of the work of such religious 
and social societies as have aided in bringing in the present state of 
affairs. We are inclined to make special mention of the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union as one of the most influential of those 
co-operative agencies, and of that department of its work which so 
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closely effects the Church and the home, as it promises to introduce 
“tlie same standard of purity for men as for women.” 

Finally, we recojrnize the fact that the end is not yet; but we have 
the most implicit faith in the final fulfillment of our hopes. We shall 
continue to seek, from the source of all true strengtli and courage, the 
fortitude and wisdom to withstand and overcome whatever difficulties 
may still be in our path.

Resolved^ That this Conference respectfully request the Presiding 
Bishop not to countenance this evil practice in any of our Preachers by 
appointing them to fill the office of Presiding Elder. 

Resolved^ That the use of tobacco by any member of this Confer- 
ence who at her altar has solemnly vowed to wholly abstain from it, 
shall be cause for arrest of his character.
